In response to the letter we received from the Cornmission dated February 18,2008 
stating the filing deficiencies we submit the following: 

1. Ten additional copies are included in the enclosed packet. Muhlenberg County 
Water District #3 is a Special District formed by the Muhlenberg County Fiscal 
Court. There are no articles of incorporation. 

2. Filing deficiencies pursuant to 807 KAR 5:Oll: It is not the intention of this 
water district to have all our customers pay for the added expense caused by a 
few. We do not wish to pursue a full-blown rate case, as our water district is 
financially sound due to the excellent financial management of our commissioners 
and management staff. We do however think that those customers, who do not 
give our meter readers access to the water meters, enabling them to read the 
meters monthly, need to bear the cost of return trips by the meter reader to read 
the meter. In some cases it has taken several trips over a three-month period to 
finally get a reading. It is our intention to estimate the meter in question and add 
an additional fee of $25.00 to the bill to cover the cost of the meter reader making 
a trip and not getting a reading. For this reason we request at deviation from the 
filing requirement. 

3. Filing deficiencies pursuant to KRS 278.180 
The commission was not given a 30-day notice and no effective date was stated in 
the filing. The effective date will be the commission approval date. 

We appreciate your re-examining our application for a non-recurring charge.

Such action may result in fees for consumers other than the fee in this notice. 

Any corporation, association, body politic, or person may, by motion within thirty (30) days after 
publication of this fee change, request leave to intervene; and the motion shall be submitted to the Public 
Service Commission, PO Box 615, Frankfort, KY 40602, and shall set forth the grounds for the request 
including the status and interest of the party. 

Intervenors may obtain copies of the application and related filings at no cost by contacting the water 
district. 

Muhlenberg County Water district No.3 has available for inspection at its office the proposed change to its 
Rules and Regulations. The office is located at 4789 Main Street, Bremen, KY 42325.
